Carp Removal .from Banner Lake 
- In Faraday Township Completed 

With the increase in pressures of 
modern living, outdoor recreation is 
becoming more and more important 
to ensure the health of people’ This 
is verified by the fact that thousands 
of. persons take to the highways for 
‘Weekend trips’ to remote cottages, 
braving traffic jams, unfavourable 
weather conditions and discomforts. 
One of our major outdoor activities 
is the sport of angling. In view of 
the ever-increasing number of ang- 
lers on our waters modern fisheries 


ence for personnel involved With 
maintaining and improving our fish- 
ing quality is the discovery that 
someone carelessly introduced Carp, 
an undesirable fish species, into po- 
tentially good sports fishing wate: 
It is a sad, but true, fact that some 
of our most desirable fish species are 
also the most vulnerable to outside 
influences, including competition 
from other species. 
Following the discovery of Carp in 
Banner Lake Faraday Township, a 
thorough survey was made of. this 
water. Since the possibility existed 
that these fish could travel into the 
York and Madawaska River systems 
as well as into the adjoining lakes, 
the Department was left. with little 
choice except to gamble of removal 
of the Carp, in light of the possibility 
that these fish had not yet found 
their way downstream. 
* Starting on Monday, October 6th, 
Banner Lake and surrounding waters 
were treated Avith a fish towicant. A 
synergized rotenone liquid was ap- 
plied to the lake at a coneentration

Investigation to determine how the 
Carp reached Banner Lake, and those 
responsible for the illegal introduc- 
tion is continuing. Some evidence 
that sheds light on the case has been 
found recently, and it ‘is hoped that 
complete evidence “can be found so 
that the guilty person or persons can 
be identified and duly penalized.

elementary subjects, including art, 
guidance, music, oral French, physi- 
cal education and special education, 

The task of these consultants will 
be to make thé classroom teachers 
self-sufficient eventually in each sub- 
ject area.

When Walter Gordon was 
Canada’s finance minister, he 
fought hard and long for a 
switch in government policy in 
order to combat the growing 
domination of Canadian indus- 
try by the United States. 

His “Buy Back Canada” slo- 


gan raised a lot of hope in. 


Canada and much dismay in 
Washington, . 

The hard facts. of political 
life prevented the Pearson gov- 
ernment from acting on Gor- 
don's recommendations, made 
after a lengthy report was com- 
piled by economist Melville 


“Watkins. The Watkins Report ’ 


showed just how far Canada 
had “sold-out” its major indus- 
tries to U.S, companies, 

The Gordon plan was to in. 
stitute extremely heavy taxes 
on foreign investments and 
ereate a Canada Development 
Corporation which would step 
in with government money to 
buy up companies that were 
slated for foreign takeover, 

Such plans, of course, would 
have created tensions with the 
linited States and resulted in a 
severe cut in the Canadian 
standard of living. The minort- 
ty Libéral government was not 
prepared to take such a risk 
and, in fact, most of the Cab 
net did not agree with Gordon, 

Six years later, the Ameri 
ean domination has increased 
to the point where even small: 
er industries are being bought 
by large U. S. conglomerates. 

The Trudeau government is 
showing signs of reopening the 
issue and some government 
spokesmen even go so far as to 
point out that the Canadian 
Development Corporation is 
not a dead issue 

The matter is not on the list 
{or discussion during the cur 
rent session of Parliament but 
it can be revived and actually 
created, this time.

League would like to quote the hard- 
hitting words of an experienced ‘On- 
‘ario sportsman, Jack Davis, writing 
in the “Bulletin”, a publication of the 
Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters:

J fee} that the genuine 
hunting accident; one that does not 
involve blameworthy carlessness, is 
very rare. i 4 : 

“A man who shows. himself so 
lacking in judgment as to kill or in- 
jure another in pursuit of this phase 
of recreation should never have a se- 
cond chance. Andeed, there would 
seem reason fo quest.on the motives 
or at leas, the mental and psycholo- 
gical condition of the person who 
would seek once more to carry a 
gun after such an accident”,

Self-inflicted injures are high on 
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the list of hunting accidents in On- 
tario, Loading and unloading fire- 
arms, improper crossing -of fences 
and other obstacles, and 
catching on branches or other eb- 
jects, are some of the causes... How- 
ever, by far and. away, the chief 
cause is stumbhng and falling white 
carrying a loaded weapon. 

The Ontario Safety League claims 
there are a number of reasons for 
these falls which end in tragedy. 
High on the ¥st is just plain care- 
lessness; running while carrying a 
loaded gun and not sufficient atten- 
tion to condtions underfoot. A dose 
second is poor physical condition. This 


.can be the result of poor health, letk 


of good muscle tone, impaired ability 
ora hangover, or just. plain fatigue. 
Fatigue is ceitainly a cause to be 
reckoned with as ewdenced by the 
sharp rise in the number of accidents 
just before noon hour and late im the 
afternoon.

izing use of marijuana, shows 
how much society's attitude to- 
wards the drug has changed in 

the last year. 

2 fact, Judge William Little 

‘oronto’s Juvenile and Fam- 
ily Court went so far as to 
state: “Marijuana is less harm- 
ful than either tobacco or al- 
cohol.” 

With such knowledgable peo- 

ple advocating a.change in our 
Jaws, it is only proper for the 
“Canadian government to meet 
‘the challenge. The Food, and 
Drug Directorate in Ottawa 
has decided to permit research 
ers to give doses of marijuana 
to people under proper re- 
-earch conditions. . 
@juch a program will satisfy 
those seeking legalization, and 
should satisfy the rest of us 
who really don't know the true 
story of the drug. 

Statements such as those by 
a Salvation Army man to the 
effect that “no other country 
A the world has recognized 

rijuana, so why should we 
be the first,” do not help the 
cause of concerned parents. 

Surely, we should be pre: 
pared to change our’ thinking 
on marijuana if tests prove the 
students are right, and there is 
no real harm er permanent ad- 
diction. 

Only a short while ago, the 
tame arguments . were raised 
sbout alcohol. The temporary 
ban on its use really didn’t 
stop consumption of boore. 

At the same time, we would 
Tate to see the Government 
influenced by a vocal minority 
in favor Of legalizing marijua- 
va. There are a lot of questions 
that should be answered first. 

Not the least of. these is how 
cuales could be controlled to 
keep the drug out of the hands

weekend supply of marijuana, 
LSD or “speed,” merely places 
his order on Thursday. And 
there are even reports of drug 
users in the primary schools. 

“Smoke pot, it’s the ‘in’ 
thing,” goes the song to kids. 
And the dope pushers couldn’t 
care less about the age of the 
purchaser, as long as his mon- 
ey is good. 

Just as we have laws over 
serving -alcohol to minors, we 
will require new laws for mari- 
juana sales, IF the drug is 
legalized. 


Before that day arrives, we 


trust that society will be able 
to make an intelligent judg- 
ment on marijuana based on 
thousands of research cases. . 

For instance, we need to 
know how marijuana intoxica- 
tion affects the driving of an 
automobile; whether or not it 
is true that the drug brings out 
aggressive tendencies; and 
whether or not users of mari- 
juana move on to “hard” nar- 
cotics. 

Judge Miller feels that re- 
search will show that 100 per- 
cent of drug addicts really got 
their start on cigarettes, not 
marijuana. Of course, this is 
partly based on the fact that 
most youngsters try cigarettes, 
so it is safe to say that drug 
users got their start on cigar- 
ettes. 

The police have a different 
story than. the set .of statistics 
from Judge Miller. Their fig- 
ures show, based on inter- 
views, that better. than 75 per- 
cent of heroin addicts got their 
start on marijuana.

looking for is more money.” 
Does this mean that veteran 
players are making fools out of 
the hockey clubs’ 

This year more houschold 
names in the NHL announced 
their retiremext than in any 
other season. The financial an- 
gle sounds feasible when you 
assens the reasons the players 
returned. - 

At no timé did any one of the 
players publicly announce he 
was coming back to help the 
team. Abh, no. It was the club 
which made that announce- 
ment. The word “pride” was 
not listed in the player's vocab- 
ulary. Nothing but the dollar 
sign was important. 

Since formation of the Play- 
er’s Association, the NHL serfs 
have been gaining strength in 
bargaining. No longer can 
clubs dictate, like Im years 
gone by: No longer can general 
managers and owners force 
players to obey wishes of the 
hierarchy. 

Any power plays teday (off 
the ice, that is) and the player 
tells management. to “shove 
it,” and the plaver. retires. 

Remember the names of 
those who retired before the 
regular season began? 

_Of course, the most celebrat- 

ed was Bobby Hull of the Chi, 
cago Black Hawks. But ‘let's 
quickly add Tim Horton and 
George Armstrong of the To- 
ronto Maple Leafs; Glen Hall, 
St. Louis Blues and Dick Duff 
of Montreal Canadiens, 

Five top players. 

Hull announced his return to 
the big time by a meek apology 
to the Chicago team with his 
tail tucked quiveringly  be- 
tween his legs. as the simile 
goes.
